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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Council. 

MY  LORDS.  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  County  of  East  Suffolk  for  the  year  1965.  The  report  is  prepared 
on  the  lines  requiredby  the  Ministry  of  Health  and,  therefore,  the  form 
follows  the  pattern  of  previous  years. 

Vital  Statistics 

Population  figures  for  the  County  for  1965  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  show  once  again  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
twelve  months  and  the  figures  now  stand  at  244,830  an  increase  of 
3,540.  On  the  other  hand  the  total  number  of  births,  which  for  the 
first  time  reached  4,000  in  1964,  fell  by  nearly  200  to  3,828.  The 
birthrate  is  a little  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  but  the  two  figures 
may  indicate  that  the  birth  rate,  which  has  been  rising  over  the  last 
ten  years,  is  now  levelling  out. 

The  infant  mortality , neonatal  and  perinatal  figures  are  below  the 
national  average  as  well  as  being  lower  than  the  County's  figures  for 
last  year.  This,  I feel,  is  a matter  for  congratulation  as  these  three 
figures  taken  together  are  normally  considered  to  be  an  index  of  the 
health  services  of  an  area. 

Total  deaths  change  little  numerically  from  previous  years  and  an 
analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  show  that  the  infectious  diseases,  such 
as  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  measles  and 
meningococcal  infections  contributed  one  death  only  between  them  all. 
On  the  other  hand  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  the  main  cause  of  death 
amongyoung  adults  whilst  accidents  in  the  home  caused  over  fifty  deaths 
among  old  people. 

Nursing  Service 

Miss  M.  Vaughan-Jones  retired  from  her  post  as  County  Nursing 
Officer  at  the  end  of  August.  She  joined  the  County  as  Deputy  County 
Nursing  Officer  in  January  1949,  and  became  County  Nursing  Officer  in 
November  1950.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  S.M.  Savage,  S.R.N.  , 
S.C.M.,  H.V.  A number  of  other  staff  changes  took  place  and  the 
continuing  shortage  of  nurses  throughout  the  country  made  it  difficult  to 
fill  vacancies. 

By  the  use  of  part-time  nurses  it  has  been  possible  to  keepthe 
general  nursing  duties  adequately  covered,  but  it,  is  not  so  easy  when  it 
is  not  possible  to  replace  a domiciliary  midwife,  and  the  extra  duites 
usually  fall  on  the  neighbouring  full-time  midwives.  However , generally 
speaking  the  service  has  been  maintained  and  I am  very  grateful  to  the 
nursing  staff  for  the  extra  duties  they  undertake  when  the  peed  arises. 

Once  again  there  has  been  a growing  demand  from  doctors  and 
nurses  for  incontinence  pads  for  their  patients  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
they  prove  a great  help  when  providing  domiciliary  care . They  are 
issued  only  at  the  request  of  a doctor  or  nurse  and  no  charge  is  made  to 
the  patient.  I have  not  heard  of  any  difficulties  being  experienced  with 
their  disposal. 

Nursing  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948 

Over  the  past  years  whilst  there  have  been  changes  in  registrat  ions 
under  the  Act  the  total  number  of  registered  premises  has  risen  only 
very  slowly.  During  1 965  , however  , there  was  quite  a significant  change 
in  the  number  of  applications  being  received  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
number  of  registered  premises  had  risen  from  six  in  1964  to  thirteen 
and  these  premises  catered  for  284  children  as  against  142  in  the  previous 
year , 
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Ambuiance  Service 


The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  first  stage  of  the  re  -organisation 
and  modernisation  of  the  Ambulance  Service  in  this  area,  with  the 
opening  in  June  of  the  main  Ambulance  Station  at  Saxmundham  with  its  six 
vehicles  and  housing  accommodation  on  the  site  for  four  members  of  the 
staff. 


The  transfer  of  control  from  the  Ipswich  Station  to  main  control  at 
Saxmundham  was  effected  smoothly . With  the  replacement  of  the  existing 
station  in  Ipswich  by  the  new  station  at  Bramford,  the  pattern  for  the 
future  will  be  established  ~ that  of  the  main  station  in  the  centre  of  the 
County  supported  by  the  ones  in  the  north  and  south  at  Lowestoft  and 
Bramford,  respectively,  together  with  smaller  stations  in  towns  such  as 
Felixstowe,  Stowmarket  and  Beccles  and  part-time  stations  mannedby 
members  of  voluntary  organisations. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  figures  for  home  helps  and  the  cases  that  they  have  assisted  have 
again  risen  during  1 965  , but  the  percentage  increase  is  not  quite  so  great  as 
in  previous  years.  It  is  perhaps  a little  too  early  to  hope  that  this 
service  has  reached  its  peak.  During  the  year  the  Committee  gave 
further  consideration  to  the  appointment  of  organisers  for  this  service 
and  it  was  agreed  that  a third  organiser  should  be  appointed  in  1966. 

Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies 

For  the  second  time  in  less  than  four  years  a recommendation  has 
been  before  the  County  Council  that  water  supplies  in  the  area  should  be 
fluoridated,  but  in  January  of  this  year,  as  on  the  previous  occasion , 
the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  considered  by 
the  County  Council  and  was  not  approved. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  County 

In  the  introduction  to  this  section  of  the  report  reference  is  made 
to  the  changing  pattern  of  farming  v/hich  is  occurring  in  the  County  and 
whichhas  been  having  disturbing  and  detrimental  effects  on  the  amenities 
of  the  countryside.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a solution  acceptable  to  both 
the  farming  communityand  to  residents  in  the  villages  will  be  discovered 
in  the  near  future  . 


I have  mentioned  in  various  parts  of  the  report  the  great  help 
received  by  the  statutory  authorities  from  many  different  voluntary 
organisations,  and  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  pay  tribute  to  this  once  again. 


I am  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  also  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
of  the  very  great  help  whichhas  been  given  me  by  Mr.  L.  J.  Bowling,  my 
Administrative  Deputy  and  County  Welfare  Officer , and  indeed  all  the  staff 
of  the  department  whether  engaged  in  the  central  office  or  in  the  field. 

Those  of  us  concerned  with  the  administration  of  the  local  health 
services  have  been  encouraged  by  the  great  and  kindly  interest  and  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  its  Sub- 
committees and  it  is  appropriate  that  the  report  should  conclude  with  a 
very  sincere  appreciation  of  this  help.

Ante-Natal  Clinics: 


General  practitioners  in  many  districts  hold  ante-natal  sessions 
for  their  own  patients  either  In  clinic  premises  or  in  their  own  surgeries 
and  in  ten  such  districts  the  Council's  midwife  also  attends. 


Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes: 


Regular  mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes  were  held  in  the  main 
urban  centres  and  they  proved  popular  with  a number  of  the  mothers. 
Altogether  328  expectant  mothers,  of  whom  95  were  booked  for  hospital 
confinement,  attended  the  sessions  and  made  a total  of  1498  attendances. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children: 

25  expectant  mothers  were  found  accommodation  in  Mother  and 
Baby  Homes  under  the  agreed  arrangements  between  the  County  Council 
and  the  St.  Edmundsbury  and  Ipswich  and  the  Norwich  Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Associations. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants: 

233  premature  live  births  were  notified  in  the  year.  . 164  were  bom 
in  hospital.  Of  these,  148  survived  beyond  28  days.  59  were  born  at 
home, and  of  these  4 were  transferred  to  hospital  and  all  four  survived.  The 
remaining  55  were  nursed  at  home  and  54  survived  beyond  28  days.

Welfare  Foods: 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  113  places  throughout  the  county 
where  welfare  foods  could  be  obtained.

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Chlropody  Services: - 

The  Council 's  arrangements  for  chiropody  treatment  for  old  people 
continues  to  be  given  through  an  agency  agreement  with  the  East  Suffolk 
Old  People's  Welfare  Association,  Treatments  are  given  by  appointment 
at  sessions  arranged  in  conjunction  with  old  people’s  clubs  or  at  clinics 
or  in  the  chiropodist's  own  surgery  but  where  this  is  not  possible 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  chiropodist  to  pay  a visit  to  the 
patient's  horcie.  This  service  is  still  expending  each  year. 

Chiropody  treatment  for  the  other  priority  classes, the  expectant 
mother  or  the  younger  physically  handicapped  person, are  dealt  with 
directly  by  the  Department  but  the  demand  from  these  classes  is  not 
very  great.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY 

General 


Recent  chsinges  in  agricultural  practices,  particularly  in  animsd 
husbandry,  have  given  rise  to  a number  of  nuisances  and  all  the  Rural 
Authorities  and  some  Urban  ones  in  the  County  have  received  complaints 
or  experienced  difficulties  at  some  time  during  the  year. 

Difficulties  mainly  arise  through  the  disposal  of  manure  from 
large  pig  or  poultry  units;  various  methods  of  spraying  sludge  or  liquid 
manure  give  rise  to  most  offensive  smells  and  cause  considerable 
inconvenience  to  nearby  residents. 

Despite  numerous  trials  with  chemical  additives  there  appears  to 
be  no  simple  answer  to  the  problem  at  present  although  trouble  can  be 
considerably  reduced  by  the  use  of  common  sense  by  observing  wind 
direction,  etc.  , when  selecting  a site  for  disposal. 

Although  successful  prosecutions  have  been  brought  in  other 
Counties,  to  date  legal  action  has  not  been  taken  in  East  Suffolk. 
Certain  difficulties  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  must  be  acknowledged 
an(^  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a solution  to  this  problem  will  be  found  in  the 
near  future  to  enable  the  farmer  to  live  in  harmony  with  his  neighbour. 
Meanwhile,  consideration  and  tolerance  on  both  sides  are  needed. 

Housing 

The  duty  of  the  County  Council,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  is  to 
have  constant  regard  to  housing  conditions  in  rural  districts,  to  consider 
the  extent  of  which  unsatisfactory  conditions  exist  and  the  sufficiency  of 
the  steps  taken  by  District  Councils  to  remedy  these  conditions.  To 
enable  the  County  Council  to  carry  out  this  duty  and  assist  me  in 
connection  with  sanitary  circumstances,  the  District  Councils  have 
provided  information,  much  of  which  is  used  in  this  report.  I would 
like  to  acknowledge  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  Councils  and  their 
Officers  in  this  respect. 

Details  of  Housing  conditions  and  progress  in  this  sphere  are  given 
in  Tables  XVI  and  XVII. 

One  of  the  most  important  steps  in  recent  years  in  connection  with 
Housing  was  the  introduction,  during  1964,  of  compulsory  improvement 
to  obtain  a certain  basic  amenity  standard.  Although  it  is  known  that 
some  Authorities  started  to  implement  this  legislation  during  1965 
information  was  not  requested  in  this  connection;  it  is  hoped  to  obtain 
information  for  inclusion  in  subsequent  reports.

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Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 


Information  for  this  section  of  the  report  has  been  supplied  by  the 
County  Surveyor,  the  Roads  and  Bridges  Department  being  responsible 
for  the  examination  of  schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  submitted 
to  the  County  Council  for  financial  assistance. 

Water  Supplies 

Regrouping 


It  will  be  recalled  that  the  decision  had  been  taken  to  re -group  the 
various  water  undertakings  of  the  County  into  two  areas,  one  in  the  north 
and  one  in  the  south. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  position  during  the  last  twelve 
months  with  regard  to  the  northern  area,  since  although  the  majority  of 
water  undertakings  are  included  in  a single  group,  Leiston  U.  D.  C.  and 
Aldeburgh  B.  C.  still  remain  outside  the  scheme. 

The  re-grouping  of  all  the  southern  part  of  the  County,  with  the 
exception  of  the  area  covered  by  the  Felixstowe  and  District  Water 
Company  has  been  subject  to  a great  many  delays,  but  is  now  due  to  take 
place  on  the  1st  April,  1966. 

Water  Mains 


The  provision  of  water  mains  within  the  County  has  now  been  almost 
completed  and  main  laying  is  therefore  almost  entirely  confined  to 
extensions  to  serve  new  development.  In  addition  some  short  lengths  of 
small  diameter  pipe  are  being  installed  to  supply  isolated  groups  of 
dwellings. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Whereas  the  restriction  on  capital  expenditure  has  caused  the 
deferment  of  two  schemes,  the  general  progress  has  continued.  The 
growth  in  population,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  Ipswich  has  resulted  in 
acceleration  in  the  programme  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities. 

Schemes  at  Henley,  Gisleham,  Ilketshall  St.  Lawrence,  Spexhall, 
South  Elmham  St.  James  and  Belton  were  completed  at  a cost  of  £225, 000. 

Work  is  in  hand  to  sewer  the  parish  of  Flixton  (nr.  Bungay), 
Walberswick,  Peasenhall,  Sibton,  Yoxford,  Redgrave,  Washbrook, 
Copdock,  Kesgrave,  Martlesham  and  Rushmere  St.  Andrew. 

A new  disposal  works  is  in  course  of  construction  at  Woodbridge 
and  the  existing  works  at  Kessingland,  Southwold  and  Halesworth  are  being 
enlarged  and  improved. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  schemes  in  respect  of  a further  50  parishes 
were  in  various  stages  of  preparation  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will 
soon  cornmence  in  Kirton,  Gt.  Finborough,  Buxhall,  Coddenham, 
Greeting  St.  Peter  and  Blyford. 

The  tendancy  towards  the  provision  of  larger  combined  disposal 
works  rather  than  a multiplicity  of  smaller  units  continued.  An  exam.ple 


-28- 


of  this  is  at  Needham  Market  where  the  works  are  being  extended  to 
serve  not  only  the  greatly  increased  population  of  that  parish,  but  also 
Crowfield,  Coddenham,  Greeting  St.  Mary  and  Greeting  St.  Peter. 

Go-operation  between  authorities  has  been  shown  in  the  decision 
of  the  Saxmundham  U.  D.  G.  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  combining 
with  Blyth  R.  D.  C.  to  provide  a disposal  works  to  serve  both  the  Urban 
District  and  four  parishes  within  the  Rural  District. 

One  result  of  the  demand  for  houses  has  been  the  need  to  provide 
sewerage  facilities  for  new  estates  in  advance  of  the  public  main  drainage 
schemes.  The  small  plants  which  have  been  installed  have  been  mainly 
of  the  new  extended  aeration  type.  Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
with  some  of  these  units  due  largely  to  unskilled  maintenance  and  lack  of 
attention.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  arrangements  will  be  made 
for  the  Local  Authority  to  take  over  these  plants  immediately  upon 
installation,  and  in  this  way  it  is  considered  that  difficulties  will  be 
largely  avoided.

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Food  and  Drugs  Act  — Sampling  for  Chemical  Analysis 

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  whole 
of  the  Administrative  County,  with  the  exception  of  the  Borough  of 
Lowestoft.  Details  are  given  below  of  the  samples  of  milk,  other  foods, 
and  drugs  .taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

During  1965,  778  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  representing  3.  9 
samples  per  1, 000  popiilation.  47.69%  of  the  samples  were  milk  and 
52,31%  other  food  and  drugs.  70  samples,  i.  e.  8.9%  proved  unsatis- 
factory.

Samples  reported  as  unsatisfactory^  are  those  where  the  fat  ornon- 
fatty  solids  content  were  below  the  'presumptive'  standard  of  the  "Sale 
of  Milk  Regulations"  or  the  fat  content  standard  of  the  "Milk  and  Dairies 
(Channel  Islands  and  South  Devon  Milk)  Regulations".  Whether  or  not 
the  deficiencies  are  due  to  natural  causes  is  established  either  by  samples 
t&^'^n  at  supervised  milkings  or  by  the  Hortvet  (Freezing  Point)  Test. 


The  one  sample  found  to  contain  added  water  was  of  milk  pasteurised 
and  bottled  by  a large  Company;  it  was  purchased  in  course  of  retail 
delivery.  The  quantity  of  added  water  was  1.3%  and  after  due  consideration 
it  was  decided  not  to  institute  proceedings  in  this  case;  a letter  of 
warning  was  sent  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council.

Foreign  Bodies  in  Food 

Several  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  during  the  year 
of  foreign  substances  found  in  food. 

In  some  cases  investigations  showed  the  foreign  substances  not  to 
be  that  suspected  by  the  complainant: 

"Glass"  in  "Gentlemans  Relish"  proved  to  be  large  salt  cubes  and 
"Plastic  slices"  in  fish  cakes  were  in  fact  fish  bones, 

9 complaints  were  investigated  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted 
in  only  one  case.  Investigation  of  "mould"  in  a pork  pie  revealed  that 
the  pie  had  been  in  the  possession  of  the  retailer  for  15  days.  The 
retailers  were  convicted  and  fined  £10. 

In  all  other  cases  where  the  complaint  was  shown  to  be  justified, 
warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  responsible  persons.

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963-65 

On  1st  October,  1965  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Amendment) 
Regulations,  1965  came  into  force  prescribing  the  new  designation  "Ultra 
Heat  Treated".  The  designation  is  used  in  relation  to  milk  held  at 
a temperature  of  270  degrees  for  at  least  one  second. 

Milk  so  treated  will  keep  for  several  weeks  without  refrigeration. 
The  process  is  only  carried  out  in  this  country  by  one  or  two  large  dairy 
companies  and  to  date  no  applications  for  licences  to  use  this  designation 
have  been  received. 
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Licences 

Under  the  Regulations,  licences  to  use  ihe  Special  Designation 
’’Untreated”  ’’Pasteurised”  ’’Sterilized”  and  ’’Ultra  Heat  Treated”  in 
relation  to  milk  sold  by  Dealers  (other  than  Producers)  in  the  County  are 
issued  by  the  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.

Premises,  Equipment,  etc. 


Regular  inspection  of  dairies  and  plant  have  been  carried  out  and 
the  efficiency  of  cleaning  and  sterilization  has  been  checked  by  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  bottle  rinses,  churn  rinses  and  -plant 
swabs.  On  the  whole  the  standard  is  high,  although  it  has  been  possible 
to  improve  cleaning  and  sterilizing  techniques  in  some  instances. 

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  and  Cream 

Sampling  for  biological  purposes  is  carried  out  on  herds  where 
milk  is  sold  for  consumption  in  its  raw  state  or  used  for  making  cream 
or  other  products;  in  some  cases  cream  is  also  examined. 

During  1965,  232  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  taken  from  42  herds. 

2 herds  were  found  to  be  excreting  brucella  organisms.  Milk 
from  these  was  diverted  for  heat  treatment  by  the  District  Council  Medical 
Officer  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations. 

Milk  from  one  herd  was  found  to  contain  Staphylococcus  Aureus 
organisms.  During  the  subsequent  investigation  individual  cows  were 
checked  and  14  were  found  to  be  excreting  the  organism. 
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Antibiotics  in  Milk 

During  1965,  899  samples  were  examined  20  of  these  were  found 
to  be  positive,  involving  15  herds. 

In  4 cases  information  was  passed  to  a neighbouring  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  in  whose  area  the  farms  were  situated.  Investigations  generally 
showed  that  one  or  more  cows  had  been  treated  with  antibiotics  and 
producers  have  given  their  assurance  that  care  will  be  exercised  in  future 
to  prevent  recurrences.  In  2 cases  farmers  were  confident  that  antibiotics 
had  not  been  used  and  on  investigation  it  was  felt  that  the  positive  result 
was  probably  the  result  of  strong  iodine  based  udder  washes. 
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SCHOOLS 
Milk  Supply 

224  schools  in  the  County,  including  30  non-maintained  schools 
receive  a supply  of  pasteurised  milk. 

A total  of  29  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  including  27  for 
keeping  quality  and  efficient  pasteurisation  and  12  for  chemical  analysis. 
All  results  proved  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Pools 


A further  increase  in  the  number  of  school  swimming  pools 
occured  during  1965. 

Again  the  County  Health  Inspector  was  active  during  the  summer 
term  advising  on  chlorination,  filtration  and  other  water  treatment. 
Every  school  swimming  pool  was  inspected  and  checked  at  least  once 
during  the  season  but  this  will  not  be  possible  in  future  if  this  increase 
in  the  number  of  pools  continues. 

The  attention  payed  to  chlorination  and  general  hygienic  practices 
in  connection  with  swimming  pools  by  teaching  staff  and  in  some  cases 
by  school  caretakers  is  most  reassuring  and  with  very  few  exceptions. 
Conditions  were  very  satisfactory. 

Trials  with  alternative  chemicals  for  foot  bath  disinfection  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  certain  improvements  may 
be  made  as  a result. 

School  Meals  Service 


Co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  School  Meals  Staff  during 
the  year. 

New  entrants  to  the  service  were  screened  by  bacteriological 
examination  of  specimens. 

The  opportunity  arose  during  the  year  for  the  County  Health 
Inspector  to  lecture  on  Food  Hygiene  to  the  staff  at  three  weekend 
conferences,  organised  by  the  Education  Department.
